IMPROVED PLOUGH. 

Mr. Charles Howard, of Hingham, in Massa- 
chusoetts, has invented, and obtained a Patent 
for, a valuable improvement in the construction 
of this highly important implement of agricelture. 


| By the application of friction rollers,’’ as they 


are called, which “produce a self-governing 
principle, and operate in such a manner as to ren- 
der the plough completely subservient to them, 
they keep the plough close to the work without 
the aid or assistance of a ploughman, and it 
does the work ina more regular and uniform 
manner than can possibly be done in any other 
way; and the improvement makes the saving of 
one ian in the labour of ploughing. The appara- 
tus may be attached to any common plough, and 
put on and taken off at pleasure, and the plough 
used either way.’’ 

At the last Brighton show,the inventor receiv- 
ed from the Massachusetts Agricultural Society, 
a premium for his improvement, on an inspertion 
of its work ia competition with other ploughs. 





IMPROVED PRINTING PRESS. 

An English paragraph in the Philadelphia pa. 
pers ¢Xpresses great curiosity to learn the parti- 
culars of anew Printing Pressinvented in Paris, 
which can strike off 2,000 sheet« in an hour. 
This is not so great a novelty with us. Hy the 
Napicr machine, in use in this city, moved by a 
man, and supphed with paper by two boys, the 
ordinary rate of printing 1s 30 sheets per minute, 
wanting bet little exertion to make 2,000 an 
hour. Another machine, that works two forms, a 
Boston invention, is tended by girls, and moved 
by steam or horse power. Another, of New 
York origin, is in preparation, and we have no 
doubt will print both sides of a sheet at a time, 
feeding itself with paper and throwing it off, as 
rapidly as the sheets can pass the rollers,and b 
hand, horse, steam or any other power applied. 
Another is perfecting with perpendicular rollers,

ject, were it not for the frequent spplications 
that are made to me for information respec 

it, by persons who have dotbtless read most o 

these essays, but who do not a r to have do- 
rived from them much practical instruction. 
Perhaps they have been too el te, some. 
times too fanciful; giving an air of d ty toa 
very simple occupation, or treating es a subject 
of taste and amusoment, what is essentially a 
matter of business. The silk worm is a hardy, 
vigorous, ugly insect. The housewife, with her 
brood ofeatly chickens, liable tosichen in the 
dew, or perish in the frost, has many more por- 
plexities to encounter than this sturdy glutton, 
whose only want is food, will occasion her; and 
the curious will find a higher gratification ia ob- 
serving the labours of t bee. But, on the 
score of profit, and to the females especially on 
the pe farms throughout our country, | am 
persuaded, this insect would prove a valuable 

acquisition; as it has already done to their more 

provident country-women in the north; demand- 

ingonly the attention of their leisure hours du- 

ring six weeks of the year, and requiring no fur- 
ther capital than hature has furnished them, in 
the fine mulberry trees with which she has stock- 
ed our forests. Once ood, which it can- 
not fail to be, after one season of experiment, 

thiseulture would form a very lucrative branch 
of household industry, and, without interfering 
with the poultry yard, or dairy, become a more 
important source of revenue. In thio silk coun- 
tries of Europe, every cottage has its stock of 
insects, which are set to work in the spring, and 
when their labours are ended, their finds 
a ready sale in the manufacturing districts. It is 
the provinee of the agriculturist to furnish the 
raw silk, cither in cocoons as the worm leaves it, 
or in skeins ifhe have the means of reeling it, es 
it is of the planter, to supply us with cotton, or 
the grazierto produce his wool. Even now, 
this precious material ia demanded in the eastern 
states, where extensive preparations have been 
made for mam frctusing it, andl would yery 
svon avail mysol of the facilities I have of es- 
tablishing machinery for this purpose at War- 
ren, could I see a prospect of a sufficient sup- 
ply of raw milk toemploy it. To obtain this, a 
— general co-operation of our agriculturiats 
will be necessary; and my object is, to engage

General Padilla refused to re- 
por go as the com ing officer, and made 
every exertion to put the city in a state of de- 
fence, by arming all the inhabitants. Most of 
the American and English ladies embarked on 
board the American and English packets, and 
the foreigners obtained arms, and placed their 
houses in the best state of defence, fearing a 
general plunder. Four gunboats, with troops, 
were despatched by general Padilla to take ret 
session of the fortress at Boca Chica, which 
commands the harbor of Carthagene. The offi- 
cer in charge of this fortress was fortunately the 
frend of Montilla, and refused its surrender. 
Padilla finding General Montillo in command of 
the harbor, and an army at the gates ofthe city, 
viewed his situation so extremely critical, as to 
induce him to leave Carthagena during the night. 
On Sunday morning, three of Padilla’s men were 
shot by Montillo. Inthe evening, Gen. M. arri- 
ved, and took possession ofthe city. It wasex- 
tremely fortunate ‘hat Col. Watts, the United 
States Charge des Affaires was at Carthagena, du- 
ring the revolution, as they considered them- 
selves perfectly safe who became his compa- 
nions; and his exertions were not wanting for 
the good ofall. The situation of Colombia is 
extremely gloomy. 

Discord and revolt appear conspicuous in 
every department, and the influence of Bolivar, 
in whom the country confides, alone stays the 
arm of civil war. 

Commerce is nearly annihilated, and all confi- 
dence destroyed. Goods can only be sold at a 
long credit, and the heavy duties that have 
lately taken effect, together with a ioss of 14 
per cent. on the money, are ruinous to the ship- 
pers in the present state of the markets. 

The Brazilian ship St. Nicholas, lorded with 
rice, hides and ivory, arrived on the 4th of 
March, a prize to the Buenos Ayrean privateer 
brig ident. She was captured on her pas- 
sage from Maranham to Lisbon. The privateer 
took from her $40,000 in specie. Two of her 
men came in the Medina. The government had 
given orders for unloading the ship, and her 
cargo was to be sold at auction, the proceeds of 
which were to be retained by the government 
for future liquidation. 

A frigate with Dutch colours was going into 
Carthagena when the Medina came out. Every 
thing was quiet when Capt. Shipman sailed. 

In addition to the above verbal intelligence, 
we have received Carthagena papers of late 
dates, as also the annexed proclamation of Boli- 
var.

But in every age, deep in- 
tense affection has been the praise of woman, 
and in her exercise thereof, the happiness of 
man. 

Leaning on this unfailing support, infancy, 
manhood and age return, in the hour of pain, to 
woman, as the untiring and unfeiling mitigator | 
of suffering. 

When the first-born of our race fled a vaga- 
bond from the environs of Paradise, to avoid the 
exhalations of his brother's blood, woman shared 
his flight and lightened his exile—when the sin 
of man brought down the anger of Heaven, and | 
the clouds, the firmament and the great deeps, | 
were ministers of vengeance, woman lent a 
ray of brightness to the darkness of the ark as 
it beat upon the wilderness of waves, tho illimit- 
able and upcast waters.
